School Report. 


The School Board submits the following report: 

In the spring we maintained eleven schools, but thought it 
best to consolidate No. 13 with No. 3 for the fall term, which 
proved to be good judgment in the marked appearance and im- 
provement in the scholars, both in recitations and attendance. 
An outline map has been furnished each school, also new dic- 
tionaries. Mr. A. D. Haynes donated a large map of the 
United States to No. 8, which is much appreciated by the 
Board and also the scholars and teachers. 

A term of 10 weeks has been held at No. 4 school-house 
for advanced pupils under the charge of Mr. Prock, giving 
good satisfaction to all concerned. The Board were disap- 
pointed in not securing more scholars, although 30 registered. 
It is hoped this question will be fully discussed so as to give 
the School Board all information possible for another jean 
whether it is desirable or not. 

We wish to call to your attention to the need of painting 
our school-houses. ‘They all need one or more coats of paint to 
preserve them and to keep them in good repair. ‘Two or three 
painted each year would not be very burdensome. 

No. 6 school-house needs immediate attention. The slate 
roof leaks and the plastering is falling off. The Board does 
uot feel justified in making extensive repairs on this house as 
it belongs exclusively to the citizens of that district. The 
house at No. 5 is falling unto decay and is not used for school 
purposes. It seems the conditions are such that it would be 
good policy to sell this house. 

We earnestly recommend that our school-houses be kept in 
good condition and attractive in appearance.
